frank open discussion of tax matters, devoid of 
political consideration, is good for any city. There 
is too much laxness in getting before the people 
information in advance of the tax levy.

or four ofrthese a year would assist the tax payer 
in his quest for information upon city finances. 


More publicity for expenditures of public funds 


will have the effect of deflating budgets.

There is a very close relationship 


between proper care of the springs in 
an automobile and the mileage which 
the motorist receives from his tires. 


Properly adjusted; well lubricated 


springs will mean longer life to tires 
and to the entire car, while cracked 
or neglected springs will cause rapid 
deterioration of engine, body and tirek 


Many motorists believe that if they 


make a cursory examination of the 
tread and outer sidewalls of a tire 
•they are taking ample precautions 
against undue wear and tire trouble. 
Yet there are many other things to 
which the average driver pays little 
attention which have a direct bearing 
on the service 'he gets from his tires. 


Harmful te Tire*. 


Improperly adjusted brakes, care- 


less driving, overloading, underinna- 
tion and, last but not least, bad 
springs will all strip dollars off the 
tires every time the car Is driven. 


Springs are placed In a car not only 


to make it more comfortable to ride 
in, but also to take up a major part 
of the road shocks and prevent rack- 
ing of the \arious parts.- When there 
Is n shock, such as comes when a 
wheel hits a. rough spot in the road, 
the tires get it first. Then follow 
'shocks to the wheels, axle, body, oc- 
cupants and motor, with the springs 
in between to take up as much as pos- 
sible. 


Springs Need Lubrication. 


When the springs fail to function 


properly, all the shock has to be taken 
up through the tires, both in the ini- 
tial shuck and in the natural rebound. 


Lubrication of the springs is- not 


difficult, and labor expended in this 
task will pay big returns. One of the 
best 
methods is 
dismantling 
the 


springs and lubricating 
them with 


graphite grease. First remove all the 
rust with an emery cloth. 
Another 


method is to lift the body of the car 
on jacks, and open the springs with a 
told chisel inserted between each leaf, 
squirting oil and greases in freely. 


A simpler method is to take an oil 


can and run it along the depressions 
in the springs, allowing the oil to flow 
out ^freely, and then rocking the car 
to open and close the leaves, working 
them back, and forth, permitting the 
oil to work well back under each leaf.

COW-TESTING 
ASSOCIATIONS 


Whtre Organized 9 Decided Improve- 


ment Has Been Noted in Quality 


of Dairy Herd*. 


(Prepared by the United state* Department 
of Agriculture ) 


The practice of testing cows to de- 


termine their milk and butter-fat pro- 
duction and feed consumption by 
means of cow-testing associations has 
become^ widespread. 
There are now 


432 associations of thia,kind in the 
United States, besides many in foreign 
countries. In most cases each associa- 
tion has one tester and no more cows 
than ean be well handled, but there 
are some very large ones and some 
that are much smaller than the stand- 
ard. The theoretical number of mem-' 
bcrs in a cow-testing association is 26, 
which makes one member for the test- 
er to visit each working day of ^he 
month. A member of such an associa- 
tion in supposed to have not • more 
tian 30 cows, as that makes a large 
day's work. 
If every member had 


that number, there would be 780 cows 
in the association, bat few of them 
have that .many. 


There is no definite relation between 


the number of members in an associa- 
tion and the number of cows owned.

To have more than one 
tester is a California practice, and one 
association in that state has three. In 
contrast to the large associations in 
California and a, lew elsewhere, there 
are some that are quite small. One 
in Massachusetts 
has 9 members 


and 125 cows; another In Kansas has 
10 members and 85 cows; and in 
Michigan there is one with 4 herds 
and only 45 cows. 


The use of co-operative cow-testing 


associations has resulted in great Im- 
provement in the quality of the dairy 
cows in the localities where they have 
been organized by reason of the sift- 
ing out of the low producers and the 
discovery of good cows that might 
otherwise have been sacrificed. 


The United States Department of 


Agriculture collects statistics of nil 
the cow-testing associations and is- 
sues a directory of all those that are 
active on July 1 each year. 
It also 


assists in the organization of asso- 
ciations, working through the coucty 
agent if there is one'in the commu- 
nity.
